BOOK-KEEPING 
SYSTEM FAULTY 


Oshawa, Ont., Nov. 2.—An unaccount- 
able shortage of $48.75 is reported in the 
‘auditor's report on the books of the 
Water Commission this sum being re- 
presented in the ledger by five items in 
May and June of this year, but for 
which no entries can be found in the 
cash book, 

A number of recommendations for 
improving the system of collecting and 
accounting are contained in the report, 
it being understood that several of the 
suggestions have already been acted up- 
on by the commission.

HOW FLOWERS TELL TIME OF DAY. 


There are several varieties of plants which foretell 
changes in the weather, while not a few of them indicate 
the time of day often with unerring accuracy. A botan- 
ist pointe out ~ the. following examples of time telling 
plants: 

_. When the flowera of the common chickweed expand 
fully, no rain need ‘bo anticipated for four hours or marc. 
But should ‘its"small flowers be half concealed, it is ad- 
visable to prepare for rain. ie 

When the flowers of the Siberian sow-thistle remaip 
open all night, it is a sign that rain will fall thg following 
day. * 

If by 7 o'clock. in the morning the. African marigold 
has not opened its petals, prepare for rain during the 
day. The scarlet \ pimpernel and the convolvulug fold 
their leaves upon the approach of wet weather, 

The flowera of tho alpine whitlow-grass, the feverfew, 
and tho winter-green have a peculiar habit of hanging 
down during the night as if they were asleep, This act 
serves to protect the fertilizing dust from injury by moist 
ale or rain. 

In addition to these there is a variety of flowers that 
close and open at certain hours with zemarkable regular- 
ity. 

The flowers of the goat's beard open every morning at 
dawn and close regularly about noon, 

In the Malay States there is a 4 o'clock plant which 
opens ita flowera at 4 o'clock in the aflernoon and closes 
them exactly twelve hours later. ; : 

The flower of the common dandelion possesses a pt 
culisr means of sheltering itself trom the power of the 
sun, It closes itg petals entirely when the heat becomes 
excessive, It has been observed to open in summer at 
half-past 6 in the morning, and to collect its petals toward 
the centro at about 9 o'clock at night,

For August, the operating deficit of 
the National system smounted to about

break. Surpluses of $500,000 were 
shown in September of last year, and 
about $1,000,000 in October, Grin had 
searecly begun to move in August, 1922, 
yet the effect of the Crow's Nest rates 
is apparently to wipe out a great deal 
of the grains from reduced expenses. 
The operating deficit of the National 
system for 1921 was reduced to about

If the flock is small and not of 
gteat value and if several birds have 
died or are known to be affected, it 
would probably de tho part of wisdom 
to destroy the whole flock and atart 
over again. The poultry house should 
be scrubbed out with good disinfect- 
ant and tho walla whitewashed. If 
the Moor of the house Js dirt, remove 
about\six inches and bury it out of 
the way. Resurface with fresh, clean 
soil. If the floor’ ls well made of 
either concrete, tile or wood, soak 
thoroughly with disinfectant. If the 
Boor is not of good matorial or hard 
to clean, lay a new ono over the old. 
Turn over the soll in the runs. Boll 
drinking cups and cleanse ail other 
utenalls. After thia is well done, so- 
cure the new birds, being very care- 
ful to purchase™them from a flock 
which is free from the disease. 

If the flock is large or valuable and 
it is decided to attempt eradication 
without. destroying jall the fowls, 
great care and,attention, even to the 
smallest details, are necessary. One 
will, of course, overlook some of the 
diseased birds on the first examina- 
tion, but they may be observed later 
on when the symptoms are better de- 
veloped. Keep the floor as {ree from 
drops as possible, and clean out and 
disinfect at least once @ week. Do 
not allow the young birds to run 
with tho older ones, for they are eas- 
ily Infected. - After tho. first general 
weoding out, watch the rest and as 
soon as one begins'to appear diseas- 
ed, remove it from' the flock and keep 
it alone, and then if t¢ develops fur 
ther symptoms destroy it at once,

After Years eof: Experiment 
This Bird Fancier Has 
Succeeded - - 


(Associated Press) 

“Bremen, Noy. ‘13.—After ten yéars 
of experiments, a Bremen bird fancier 
has: succeeded in producing canaries 
witha nightingale warble. The cross- 
creed was attained by using nightin- 
geles as “singing masters” for young 
canaries, and rearing the latter entire- 
ly removed from the sound of any 
other bird. note except the warbling 


of their “instructors.” 
& The breeder's chief difficulty was 


at first found in the fact that norm- 
ally nightingalés< sing only during 
two months of the year, and his pur- 
poses tequired a longer uninterrupt 
et period of instruction for the can- 
aries. He was finally: succeasful in 
changing the moulting, or non-sing- 
tng, period of certain’ nightingales so 
that some sang ffom May ti July, 
others from Jube to August, and still 
others from August to October. 

Cring these birds he kept newly- 
haiched canaries continually within 
hearing of their’ warbling. Several 
gemtrations of breeding showed that 
birds reared from the original stu- 
dents instinctively ‘possessed — the 
nightingale. warble, and ‘that “‘in- 
structora’’. could=\be ’ “dispensed with 
for ‘ibe offapring except for “polish 
ing off’. thelr singing.

GREAT LOSS OF GRAIN 
THROUGH GRASSHOPPERS 

Saskatoon, Sask., Nov. 13.—It is es- 
timated that 1,096,000 acres of grain 
in the provinco were saved this’ year 
by the grasshopper campaign, atates 
the tenth annual zeport of the field 
crops branch of the Department ‘of 
Agriculture. The cost of the ingred- 
jents used was less than that in pre- 
vious ‘years, a considerable saving 
having been effected by modifications 
made in the poison bait recipes, 

Damage to the crop by grasshoppers 
is estimated at 67,220 acres, from ‘te- 
ports of municipalities which replied 
to the questionnaire sent out. This is 
over 72 per cent of the crop in affoct- 
ed areas and gives’ calcu! loes,of 
93,000 acres for the whole o! the prov- 
ince.

cock and the apparently self-luminous reds in the throat 
feathers of the humming bird are not due to pigments. 
Whale one looks through a peacock’s feathers one sces 
only brown, due to the so-called melsnin pigment, which 
is equivalent to the asphalt pavement. In all the irides- 
cent feathecs the barbules are flattened plates of brown, 
which therefore’ give the colors of thin’films, The struc- 
ture is so marked that an expert can pick out the irides- 
cent feathers in the dark by the {cel. 

“ft is possible to duplicate the color effects of the 
peacock aml the humming bird by putting a very thin 
cont of varnish_over any dark feather; but we cannot reg- 
ulate the thickness with such accuracy aa to produce the 
patterns of tlie peacock, When one considers that var- 
iations in thickness of 4 hundred-thousandth of an inch 
may—change the color completely, it seems marvellous 
that all the tail feathers of all the peacocks can be so 
nearly alike. 

“The neck feathers of the while pigeon show practic- 
ally no iridescence ause the dark background is lack- 
ing. If they are dyed brown, the iridescence appears in 
full force. On the other hand, the white peacock is not 
an albino in the senee of merely having no dark pigment. 
The whole structure of the feathers has changed, The 
barbules are not flat plates and consequently no brilliant 
colors can be developed by dying the feathers brown or 
painting the back with India ink.”

Ljfeboat is Capsized. 

The treacherous undercurrent kept 
sweeping-the boat back, although 
several times shore was but 300 yards 
distant. A small lifeboat was launch- 
ed .with oars and lifebelts, but the 
heayy ‘eas capsized it.. The second 
akiff’ was lowered. minus. oars and 
belts, and the Captain and four 
mates clambered in, but the former's 
son, Peregrine Billy)’ McQucen, 
while assisting one of the men who 
was rendered partially helpless by a 
wooden leg, slipped, was caught on the 
crest of a-huge breaker; and was 
drowned, thus giving up his life in 
an attempt to sare an unffrtunate 
comrade. x" 

The sight of the wreck had brought 
spectator, to tho shore, The survir- 
ors of the crew wero unable to make 
a landing, being caught in the treach- 
erous undertow. But for the cour- 
ageous aid of Mrs, Rockefeller, wife

Body Floats to Shore. 

The body of young Peregrine Mec- 
Queen canie floating to shore at noon 
Sunday. Coroner MeGilvray was call- 
ed to the scene, and. after investigat- 
ing-the circumstances decided that an 
inquest was unnecessary. The bods 
ia being taken back to Amherstburz 
by Captain McQueen, He and the 
other survivors are little the worse 
for their experience, having been shel- 
tered, warmed and fed in neighboring 
farmhouses. ; 

The City of Dresden was condemn- 
ed some 20 years ago, when Captain j 
McQueen purchased it and installed 
a completely new set of hich-powered 

ngines, The scene of the wreck is 
the most treacherous point along the 
coast of Lake Erie.

Speaking to The Kingston Stanc- 
ard’ Wednesday morning, Capt. Baker 
conveyed the Information that he was 
at the Varsity-Queen’s game there 
and. was disappointed at the sac 
showing of Queen's ‘aggrtgation.

Hia health Is splen- 
did, and in his capacity as advisor to 
the DS.C.R., In dealing with bline 
soldiers, and as general secretary of 
the Canadian Institute for the Blind, 
he is a very active man. 

Speaking of his own affliction Caps. 
Baker stated that it might have been 
worse. “A quarter of an inch more.~ 
he said, -“and the bullet which des- 
troyed my sight might have killea 
me. When } see men returned « from 
the war, with lege and arms shatter 
ed and maimed; men whose ‘ment- 
{ty has been destroyed, and civilians 
who can't see because of their ment

A scetningly laudable excuse may be 
expected to be advanced, that these schemes were 
launched in aro seer? years, Quite true, but 
there must hare ben some short-sightedness’ some- 
whore in atteinpting to operate. The influence of 
many factors in determining prices has been abnor- 
mal. There have been many annoging features that 
have caused many well-nerited projects to crumble, 
and fall to the ground, -Budget adjustments with un- 
foreseen and untried taxation clauses, long periods of

—They- should be shown: how much more 
economical, and more effective it would be to inaugur- 
ate the consolidated school system. ea 
"One or. tworvery successful consolidated’ schools 
chaye been built, and:dre: operating in Prince Edward 
County. The Minister of Education claims to be 
firm: belicver in the consolidated school system, but 
‘bo fat, as‘thé figures above would indicate, but little 
progress has been made with'the idea.
